Among the schemes which will shortly .be 
brought before the French Chamber of 
r Teputies for consideration is one which, 
according to home papers, would completely 
outfank Gibraltar and render that histori- 
cally strategic point of secondary importance. , 
This is, of course, a very large order and, 
taken i in conjunction with a statement which 
recently appeared in the Nore remya to 
the @ffect that ina short time the island. of 
Isabella II, one of the Zefarines ‘Islands, is 
to be ypened as a cualing station and will 
go far ty undo the the preponderance of that 
tower of strength, which it described as a 
gigantic bluff, it would scem that other 
Pawers are neither impressed nor terror: 
stricken with our guardian of the Mediter- 
ranean, Of course, every one who knows 
Gibraltar is well aware of the deficiencies of 
the place as a repairing yard. It exists in 7 
such a capacity by virtue of the tolerance of 
Spain, and if we were to be at war with that 
Power it, would be necessary for us to land 
about 50,000 troops‘and seize the northern 
and western sides of the bay, soas to protect 
the anchorage. Nevertheless, we have done 
wisely in constructing ‘our dockyard on the 
vestern_side,_and_if_even Mr. “T, Gibson. 
Bowles would for once forget that he is a 
politician and remember that he is a master 
mariner, he would agree to the fact. 
No one who knows the Mediterranean, [with 
its easterly gales, would talk of cutting a 
harbour or a scries of jetties deep into the 
‘rock on the eastern side. Moreover, we 
Need not necessarily be at war with Spain. 
It is most unlikely that such a contingency 


Tk will ever occur, and the new harbour and its 
Pant . : 


jetties will at least find places for our ships, 
and comfortable berths for them in time of 


peace, After all, war is exceptional, and we 
cannot afford to lose the advantages of a 
good yard in time of peace on the chance 
that Spain may be hostile to us ‘at some 
more or less remole period. But according 
to the home paper, which has just reported 
its belief in France nulliying the importance 
of Gib, the place will be rendered practically 
useless either as a fortress or as a repairing 
yard. It is proposed to construct a canal 
that will link the Medilerranean with the Bay 
of Biscay and, although one cannot expect to 
see the realisation of such a gigantic scheme, 
the movement is gaining considerable sup- 
port in France as the results of recent events 
in Morocco. We learn that Deputies will be 
told that, ‘England views the proposal 
with a nervousness which ought to be an 
encouragement for France to proceed.” 
Whether or no England is trembling at the 
thought of her impregnable rock being left 
to guard a deserted channel at the entrance 
to the Mediterranean there would be more 
justification in a report that she welcomes 
such a fanciful scheme that would reduce 
the sea route to’ India, Australia and the 
Far East by a couple .of days and would 
effect a saving on what is now a most 
-expensive seivice. It is suggested that the 
Canal be some 300 miles-in length, or nearly 
three and a half times longer than Suez, and 
the engineers aver that it would save about 
1,200 milesfor vessels proceeding from the 
Atlantic to_the Mediterranean and_represent_| 
a saving in time of 67 hours, and in fuel 
of about £120 for every merchant steamer 
that chose the cross: country-route. To
